(VA) has designed a new ident- 
ty card for veterans that. will 
sateguard confidential informa-

“The new identification card 
ensures veterans’ personal infor- 
protected,” said 
Secretary of Veterans Affairs 
Anthony “J. Prineipi. “It also 
helps prevent the theft of impor- 
tant benefits and services from 
Veterans. that they earned by 
their service to Our country.” 

The card, formally known as 
the Veterans Identity Card 
(VIC), will have veterans’ pho- 
tos on the tront and identify 
them as enrollees in the VA's 
health care System 

LEnerypted on a magnetic tape 
on the back of the card will be 
the veteran's Social Security 
number, date of birth and a con 
tol number. The magnetic strip

Children’s Hospital and Crazy Bill’s Fireworks offer 
safety: tips for New Year’s fireworks 


If you plan to usher in the new 
year with fireworks, keep them 
out of the hands of children and 
steer clear of illegal products 
such as M-80s and cherry 
bombs. 

That's the word from the 
Children’s Hospital of Alabama 
and Crazy Bill's Fireworks, co- 
sponsors of a Tuesday demon- 
stration of things that can go 
wrong when people fail to fol- 
low basic security precautions. 
The demonstration showed how 
a variety of injuries can result 
from improper use of such prod- 
ucts as firecrackers, bottle rock- 
ets and sparklers. 

“Obviously the safest place to 
view fireworks is at a proles- 
sional demonstration, but we 
réalize that many families 
choose to purchase fireworks 
for personal use and that's why 
it’s important for us to demon- 
strate safe usage,” — said 
Children’s Hospital spokesper- 
son Adam Kelley. “Our goal is 
to see no injuries from the use of 
consumer fireworks over the 
New Year's holiday. 

Pam Cairns Palmer, vice pres- 
ident of Crazy Bill's Fireworks 
agreed. “There are a surprising 
number illegal ‘fireworks 
around, including M-80s and 
cherry bombs. These can con- 
tain almost 60 times the legal 
maximum, and anybody who 
uses them is just asking for trou- 
ble,” Palmer said. In 2003, the- 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission tested 286 ship- 
ments of fireworks, and 27 per- 
cent of those included’ illegal 
products, she said, 


“There's a good reason these ~ 


fireworks are illegal throughout 
the United States, ‘Yet people 
continue to obtain thei by mail 
order and through some dealers 
whe care more about sales than 
safety,” she said. 

Even legal products such as 
sparklers, firecrackers and bot- 


Ue rockets should be used with 


care and under close adult 
supervision, 

“We realize people are going 
to buy and use them,” Kelley 
said. “We just want to make sure 
those who use fireworks do so 
safely and legally.” 

The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission estimates — that 
9,70) people were treated in 
emergency rooms for fireworks 
injuries in 2003, and about half 
of those were younger than age 
15 (Fireworks Publication #12), 

Sparklers, in particular, 
should be used with care and 
under adult ~—s- supervision. 
“Sparklers are beautiful, but 
they burn at about 1,000 
degrees,” suid Palmer. “A five- 
year-old can enjoy the sight but 
shouldn't be holding the 
sparkler under any circum- 
stances,’ she said, noting” that 
sparklers are eye hazatds as 
well. The CPSC reported that 
sparklers accounted for half the 
injuries: to children under age 
five in 2003. 


In addition to Knowing the - 


local regulations, here are some 
safety guidelines from 
Children’s Hospital and the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission that will help 
ensure a safe*and fun’ celebrat 
tion: 

* Young children should not 


be allowed to play with fire 
works under any circumstances, 

* Never give fireworks, even 
uhlit ones, to small children 

* Teens should be permitted to 
use fireworks only under close 
adult supervision. Do not allow 
any running or horseplay. 

* Light fireworks in w clear 
area away from houses, dry 
leaves or grass and inflammable 
materials. 

* Keep a bucket of water near 
by for emergencies and fot 
pouring on fireworks that don’t 
“go off.” 

* Do not try to relight or han 
dle malfunctioning fireworks 
Douse and soak them with water 
and throw them away. 

* Never ignite fireworks in a 
container — especially contain- 
ers made Of glass or metal. 

* Keep® unused fireworks 
away, from firing areas. 

* Store fireworks in a cool, 
dry space. ‘ 

* Never have any portion of. 
your body directly over a fire- 
work while lighting it. 

* Don't experiment 
homemade fireworks, 

* Only purchase fireworks — 
from legitimate sellers. 
* Use fireworks 

only. 

* Light only one firework at a 
time. 

* Never point or throw’ fire- 
works at people or animals.

Santa delivers a 
lot of .22’s at 
Christmas time

Receiving one’s first .22 rifle at Christinas is a tradition that has 
continued with each generation of young hunters since the car- 
tridge’s introduction around!840. No other cartridge has enjoyed 
the popularity of this little round. The .22s popularity is based in 
part on its simplicity, economy and almost non-existent reco}] 

A .22 in thé hands of a farm boy was a key source of survival for 
many rural families during the depression.. Squirrel or rabbit was 
usually on the menu for at least‘one of the day’s meals. Hunting 
strictly for food is no longer necessary in the South, but the popu- 
larity of small game hunting is again increasing after years of 
decline. 

The: .22 cartridges come in four different lengths. The CB Cap, 
Short, Long and Long Rifle. Today the most popular round is the 
22 Long Rifle.. Because of mass production this round can usually 
be purchased cheaper than the CB Cap, Short or Long. This is the 
reverse situation from when I was a youngster, We bought Shorts 
because they Were cheaper and splurged for Long Rifle rounds only 
when we were Chasing bushy tails through the hardwoods or stalk- 
ing cottontails along the field borders. 

CB Caps were originally designed for carnival gallery shooung 
and casual plinking. This round can still be purchased, but it has 
almost been put out to pasture with the demise of the shooting gal 
leries across small town America. The .22 Long was actually devel 


oped during the black powder era in order to obtain a round that 


would be superior to the .22 Short. Before the Long Rifle round was 
developed the .22 Long was the world’s most popular round: 
Manufacturers of .22 ammunition offer a wide variety ot specialty 
ammunition today. 5 

22 rifles come in autoloader, lever action, pump and bolt action 
The bolt action is usually a bit more accurate because of their ight 
bolt lockup, but the autoloader and pump are plenty accurate enough 
for small game hunting. When d squirrel is jumping through the 
trees with only split second pauses, one will appreciatesthe rapid 
repeat fire capability of an autoloaden 

Young eyes do well with open iron sights, bul us more mature 
squirrel chasers will,shoot much better with a good scope designed 
specifically for a.22 rifle. The variable powers have become. very 
popular in the last 20 years, but a good fixed power 4X scope will 
suill handle all ones shooting needs, : 

Youngsters receiving their first .22 will need supervision in load 
ing and firearm safety. Parents taking their young hunters to the tar 
get range or clay pit usually have as much fun shooting as the 
youngsters. Mom, who may have never shot betore, often embar 
rasses the males of the family with her superior marksmanship, 

Hunters receiving their first firearm should complete the Huntes 
Education Course sponsored by the Alabama Dept of Conservation 
and Natural Resources, Contact your local conservation Officer for 
dates.
